This paper is submitted in response to the Office Action dated May 18, 2006. 
The Office Action mailed May 18, 2006, states that restriction to one of the following 
inventions is required: 

I. Claims drawn to a catalytic composition, classified in class 502, subclass 159. 

II. Claims 12-22 and 27-38, drawn to a general process of use of the catalytic 
composition. 

In response, applicants elect Group II, without traverse. 

Additionally, the Office Action mailed May 18, 2006, states that applicant is required 
to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits. The following distinct 
species are identified: Michael addition reaction, acylation of phenol, c-c bond formation via 
Suzuki or Heck coupling, and a process of conversion of haloarene to arylalkyne. In 
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response, applicants elect the species of a process of conversion of haloarene to arylalkyne. 
The claims readable upon that elected species are claims 12-22 and 27-38.
